THE ORGAN PRODIGY 

Broodus, o small community in southeastern Montana claims the youngest organ* 
ist in the state and possibly in the entire 'country. He is a ten year old boy who 
first performed at a local church on Christmas Eve in 1953. Members of the church 
liked his music and asked him to stay on as regular organist. The youngster is 
also a tap dancer and ploys the drums for his school band. 



YOUTH VS. ANTIQUITY 

At the age of thirteen an Erma, New Jersey boy is the nation's youngest regis* 
tered dealer in antiques. As an expert in his profession, the young dealer has an 
income which is the envy of his school chums, and many an expert in the busi- 
ness besides. In addition to running an antique shop with his mother in his home 
town, the youngster in 1952, had display booths at twenty two antique shows in 
New Jersey, New York, Pa. and Maryland. Furthermore he conducts a half hour 
broadcast each Saturday over a New Jersey radio station, on which he interviews 
guest collectors and gives talks on antiques. 



KID DRUMMER 

A four year old Kansas City, Missouri, drummer is climbing 
so fast in the entertainment world that he is already under 
contract to a well-known band. The young entertainer was 
onty two years of age when he began beating rhythms on 
coffee cans with clothes pins, and from three on it was just 
a short step for him to the drum beating technique which he 
learned from his father. The kid became a three time winner 
on o television Amateur Hour program and made his prof es- 
sional debut at the Apollo Theatre in New York. 




SUPER SALESMAN 

One of the proudest lads in his community was a Philadelphia boy who received 
a personal letter from Dwight D. Eisenhower in July, 1944, commending him for 
his sales of more than $183,000 worth of wor bonds. The ten year old youth had 
made over $150,000 of the soles to only fifty six individual purchasers.

BRING 'EM BACK ALIVE 

Catching an octopus by hand and bringing it back alive is a risky business if 
you don't know the octopus. An Oregon youth did, and made a business of fur- 
nishing live octopedes to aquariums. By studying the deadly creature he learned 
where to apply pressure to the body of the octopus in order to break its grip 
under water. 




WORMING THROUGH COLLEGE 

To o sixteen year old boy of San Antonio, Texas, 72,000 
worms which he sold to fishermen at the rate of three dozen 
for a quarter, represented a method of reaching his goal, a 
college education. He started his business when his father's 
nursery was discontinued during the early years of World 
War II. The youngster discovered that the cultivated ground, 
well ventilated and fertilized, was a sort of Shangri-La for 
worms and he soon began digging for them. With the money 
saved from the many sales he soon made, he hoped to complete a chemical engi- 
neering course at Texas A & M. 



INGENIOUS GENIUS 

At the age of ten an Atlanta, Georgia, boy solved a universal traffic problem by 
inventing a traffic clock which tells pedestrians and motorists how much time is 
left before the light changes. The young inventor also devised a mechanical 
yarn-holder for his mother which became the delight of all neighborhood women. 
The youth performed his work in his own shop complete with electric lathe, drill 
press, and other tools used only by skilled craftsmen. 



THE VOICE OF YOUTH 

In 1936 a Fort Worth, Texas, public school, started teaching 
radio broadcasting to the primary grade students — maqy of 
them only six or seven years old. At first, programs per- 
formed by the students were broadcast only to other class- 
rooms; then they went on the air through regular stations. 
The programs consisted of orchestral and vocal concerts 
as veil as club and dramatic programs.
